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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on 7-23-2002 and the response filed on 2-13-2002 are 
acknowledged. Claims 5-15 have been canceled. Claim 16 has been added. Claims 1-3 and 16 
are pending. Claims 1-3 remain withdrawn from consideration. Claim 16 is currently under 
examination. 

Applicant states that they did not receive an Office Action summary with the Office 
action mailed 10-19-01. A copy of said summary is attached hereto. 

Claim Rejections Withdrawn 
The rejection of claim 4 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being vague and 
indefinite is withdrawn. Cancellation of said claim has rendered the rejection moot. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C, 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claiml6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hahn et al. (Gene, 
1993, Vol. 133, pages 129-133) for the reasons set forth in the rejection of claim 4 in Paper No. 
8. 
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As outlined previously, Hahn et al. disclose an amino acid which is 100% identical to 
Applicant's SEQ ID NO:l and a nucleic acid that is 100% identical to Applicant's SEQ ID 
NO:2. Hahn et al. further disclose that monoclonal antibodies to the crystalline surface layer 
protein (SLP) of Rickettsia typhi were made. Additionally, the epitope recognized by one of the 
monoclonal antibodies (SRT10, IgG2a) to 10 amino acid residues of SLP was determined. This 
monoclonal antibody that recognizes SRT10 anticipates the instant claim. Finally, the binding 
efficiencies of the instant antibody and that of Hahn et al. are the same. 

Claiml6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Carl et al. (U.S. 
Patent 5,783,441) for the reasons set forth in the rejection of claim 4 in Paper No. 8. 

As outlined previously, Carl et al. disclose a peptide that differs by only one amino acid 
from Applicant's SEQ ID NO:l. Carl et al. further disclose that monoclonal antibodies directed 
against different linear epitopes present on the rickettsial crystalline surface layer protein antigen 
(SPA) were made. This would include monoclonal antibodies made against the epitope set forth 
in SEQ ID NO: 1.
